‘Speaker Orr, contrary to our expectations, 
and in striking contrast to his former action, 
bas appointed a fair and a good Committee. of 
Conference on the Kangas question. . Mr. 
Eveuisn, as the mover of the-resolation, was 
entitled to the Chairmanship of the Commit- 
tee; Messrs. Srzpuens and Howann, his. associ- 
ates, are among the ablest; most prominent 
and firmest representatives of the two parties 
into w the House is divided-on the Kansas 
issue. The majority of the Committee is very 
properly composed of opponents of the- Le« 
compton Constitution, and in this it truly re- 
presents the House. 

We have very little doubt that the result of 

this Conference will be the adoption" of the 
Senate bill 0 amended.as to require. the sub- 
mission of the Constitution to the vote of the 
people of Kansas.

The Democratic Party, on the other hand, 
has really nothing to lose by. the defeat of the 
Administration policy of forcing the Lecomp- 
ton Constitution upon the people of Kansas. 
Ifthatjpolicy should succeed, they might find 
two Free-Soil Senators from Kansas at Wash- 
ington before the close of the present session. 
By postponing the admission they at least 
postpone this event; and as they affect to 
doubt the Free-State: ascendency in Kansas, 
they will gain another chance to try their 
strength at the polls. If they are sincere in 
desiring to’ end the Kansas agitation, they 
will not refuse to adopt the Crittenden amend- 
ment, after they find it impossible to pass the - 
bill without it.
